Al 
Americans will be enjoined to obey the 
rules of neutrals. Warnings against 
violations of the laws governing the 
conduct of United States citizens, 
whether at home or abroad, will be 
given. Persons who violate the neu- 
trality laws of this country while 
abroad will not be given protection 
against proper legal consequences. 

American citizens while in this 
country cannot accept commissions 
from either combatant. They may 
not enlist to fight abroad, nor may 
they equip any vessel for belligerents. 

Armed vessels of nations at war, 
either public ships or privateers, may 
not use American waters, under pain 
of being regarded as unfriendly and 
offensive. Their warships will not be 
permitted to use American ports from 
which a vessel of the other belligerent 
shall have previously departed until 
twenty-four hours have expired. The 
warships must not remain in an 
American port more than twenty-four 
hours, except under stress of weather, 
nor take coal or supplies more than 
sufficient to carry them to the nearest 
nome port, nor take supplies more 
than once in three months.

MAN’S “GROUCH” 
CAUSE OF WAR. 


COUNT BERCHTOLD’S DESTRE 
FOR REVENGE ON SERVIA 
THE REAL MOTIVE.

CLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 


BERLIN, July 30~—One man's 
“grouch” was the big incentive for 
the war in Europe. Tremendous as 
the statement may seem, the present 
imbroglio may be said to have largely 
been due to the personal feeling of 
Count Berchtold, the Austrian For- 
eign Minister, whose name was at- 
tached to his country’s declaration of 
war. He is the real power behind the 


guns. 

He is known to be filled with a 
vindictive spirit of revenge against 
Servia for having worsted him on 
the diplomatic field during the Bal- 
kan War turmoilse. He wrote the hu- 
miliating terms which the Serbs de- 
clined to accept. 

Berchtold was Austria's Ambassa- 
dor at St. Petersburg in 1909, when 
Count Aehrenthal, with the aid of 
Germany, humbled Ruasia on the oc- 
casion of the Bosnian annexation con- 
flict. He is credited with a desire to 
repeat that historic triumph and wipe 
out the stain which despised Servia 
inflicted upon his own escutcheon.

The existing treaty of alliance be- 
tween Great Britain and Japan, signed 
in 1905 and renewed in 1911, provides 
that the two countries shall support 
each other in the event of an attack 
or aggressive action against either in 


Eastern Asia or India dy another 
power. 

From time to time there have been 
rumors of secret clauses, greatly ex- 
tending the scope of the convention, 
and making it apply to hostilities 
conducted outside of the Far East, 
but the existence of any such extra 
provisions is unknoWn to the State 
Department or to the Japanese Em- 
bassy here. 

Therefore the possibility of Japan's 
being drawn into any war that might 
involve Great Britain with Germany 
or Austria or Italy is believed here to 
hinge entirely upon naval develop- 
ments in the Far East. In those 
waters are many vessels of European 
powers engaged in looking after the 
interests of their citizens resident in 
China, Korea and Japan. 

HISTORY MAY REPEAT. 


Just as the first blow in the naval 
war between the United States and 
Spain in 1898 was unexpectedly 
struck in the far-away Philippines, 
it is suggested the first clash between 
European powers might occur in the 
China Sea. And in case the British 
fleet there should. find itself engaged 
in hostilities with the German, Austri- 
an and Italian vessels, many believe 
Japan would be called upon to aid 
her ally. 

Aside from Japan's navy the inter- 
national far eastern fleet is made up 
largely of cruisers. Many of the ves- 
sels, however, are more powerful than 
any of the American warships that 
followed Dewey’s pennant into Manila 
Bay sixteen years ago. Great Britain, 
including her East Indian squadron, 
has two battleships, two large cruis- 
ers, four light cruisers and thirty-five 
‘smaller craft, including gunboats, de- 
stroyers, torpedoes and submarines, 

Germany two armored cruisers, 
four light cruisers, seven boats 
and two destroyers. 

RUSSIA'S FLEET. 

Russia has four light cruisers, eight 
‘small gunboats, thirty destroyers and 
thirteen submarines, the latter said 
to be in poor condition. 

The French fleet in the Orient in- 
cludes two armored cruisers, five gun- 
boats and one destroyer. 

Ttaly had only one cruiser, at last 
reports, in Asiatic waters. 

The American navy in the Philip- 
pines and Chinese waters comprises 
one first-class cruiser, two third-claas 
cruisers, ten gunboats, two monitors, 
five destroyers and a number of auatl- 
laries. In the event of war this fleet 
might play an important part in look- 
ing after American interests, and per- 


haps in caring for the rights of the 
citizens of neutral governments 
threatened by the vicissitudes of war.

The prolonged diplomatic confer- 
ences at St. Petersburg, adds the cor- 
respondent, have been devoid of 
practical results. 

“The persistent unanimity of Aus- 
tria's and Germany's bland rebonses 
to Russia’s despairing appeal for a 
hearing,” he declares, “compels the 
unwilling conclusion that all this 
diplomatic effect has been mere by- 
play to gain time. Hardly any doubt 
exista that Germany will now throw 
off the mask and openly mobilize.” 

The Chronicle's St. Petersburg cor- 


respondent declares that, though de- 
scribed as only partial, the Russian 
mobilization in effect is general and 
absolute, and that the gailors of the 
Baltic and Black Sea fleet have been 
ordered to hold themselves in im- 
mediate readiness. 

The Chronicle's Warsaw correspond- 
ent says that although officially there 
has been no mobilization ordered in 
Poland, the military ofganizations 
have taken charge of all the railways.

MAY USE PANAMA CANAL.

ASHINGTON, July 30.—The 
W Panaina ‘Canal, which will be 


thrown open to commerce in 
another two weeks, is destined at the 
outset ta become a strategic highway 
of the world if the present hostili- 
ties between Austria-Hungary and 
Servia develop into a general conflict 
involving the other great European 
powers.

The tran- 
sit of War vessels must be made with 
the least possible delay and with 
only such intermiasions as may result 
from the necessities of the service. 
No belligerent may “embark or dis- 
embark troops, munitions of war or 
war-like materials in the canal, ex- 
cept in the case of accidental hind- 
rance of the transit, and in such case 
the transit shall be resumed with 
all possible dispatch.” 

The treaty provision prohibiting any 
act of hostility in the canal precludes 
any war vessel from exercising the

WASHINGTON, July 30.—A second 
formal statement in defense of the 
proposed Colombian treaty was issued 
tonight by Secretary Bryan. Without 
mentioning Col. Roosevelt, Mr. Bryan 
replied to arguments advanced by the 
former President in his attacks upon 
the administration's proposal to pay 
Colombia $25,000,000 in settlement of 
claims growing out of the separation 
of Panama and acquisition of the 
Cana! Zone by the United States. 

Reiterating his declaration that in 
considering the treaty it is not neces- 
sary to examine into the merits of 


the controversy over the action of the 
United States in 1902, the Secretary 
urged that even if the United States 
in acquiring the Canal Zone was exer- 
cising a right of eminent domain, it 
was not relieved of reliability for 
actual damages resulting to Colombia. 

Secretary Bryan’s statement tonight 
is, in part, as follows: 

“In considering the treaty with 
Colombia, laid before the Senate for 
ratification, it is not necessary to ex- 
amine into the merits of the contro- 
versy relating to the action of the 
United States in 1903. The present 
treaty deals with the situation as it 
presents itself today and is fully justi- 
fied, no matter what theory one may 
adopt as to the course pursued by our 
nation in connection with the separa- 
tion of Panama from Colombia. It is 
contended by some that the action 
taken by the United States was based 
upon the necessities of the case, and 
those necessities, as stated by those 
who take this position, are that 
Colombia was not able to build the 
canal herself and was not willing to 
sell to the United States upon reason- 
able terms the right to build the 
canal, 

“Those who take that position put 
the United States in the attitude of 
exercising the right of eminent do- 
main in the interests of the world’s 
commerce, but the exercise of the 


. right of eminent domain does not re- 


lieve those who exercise it of liability 
for actual damages suffered. The pay- 
ment of the $25,000,000 provided for, 
in the treaty now before the Senate is 
only a reasonable compensation for 


damages actually suffered—damages) 


that ought to be paid, no matter what 
theory one adopts in regard to the 
action of the United States or the ac-

Mr. Hanger asserted tonight that 
after the board had met separately 
with the employees and employers 
for three days, the futility of a set- 
tlement by mediation was realized. 

The commissioners continued to 
meet with the committees seven days 
more in the hope of finding some 
grounds on which the men would 
agree to arbitration. Hope, he said, 
was abandoned yesterday, and the 
mediators notified President Wilson 
of the situation. 


TWO FACTIONS INVITED. 


He immediately invited the two fac- 
tions to Washington to met with 
him. If the President can not per- 
suade the employees to arbitrate— 
the railroads appealed to the Federal 
board—a strike will be called 
Wednesday or Thursday, it is said. 

More than 55,000 firemen and en- 
gineers are involved directly, and it 
is asserted 100,000 oilers and wipers 
and other railroad employees in- 
directly. About 97 per cent. of en- 
gine crews voted to strike when the 
ballot was taken recently. Their lead- 
ers declare that 75 per cent. of them 
would obey the order to strike, and 
that steam traffic west of Chicago 
would be paralyzed. 

With the railroads facing the move- 
ent of the largest agricultural yield 
in years, a strike at this time would 
be unusually unfortunate, Mr. Hanger 
asserted. 

He added that this was the only 
one of thirty-one industrial disputes 
in which the board has exercised its 
good offices, which was not settled. 
He said that the board's negotiations 
in this case were confidential and that 
no information would be given out 
unless it came from the President. 

The committee of engineers and 
firemen, headed by Warren S. Stone, 
grand chief engineer of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, and 
W. S. Carter, president of the Brother. 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and En- 
ginemen, will hold a final meeting 
here tomorrow morning, at which they 
will decide upon what their attitude 
will be in their conference with the 
President.

“In order that it might be appar- 
ent to all that no attempt is being 
made to reduce wages, the railroad 
gave the enginemen assurances that 
if the arbitration is unsatisfactory 
the men will have the option of re- 
jecting it and continuing to work on 
the existing schedule. 

“We have before us the question of 
being able to live or perish. We can- 
not operate this railroad except with 
loyal and faithful employees. We 
will, of course, stand by the result of 
any arbitration, but to submit to ‘ar- 
bitration’ which ignores all justice 
and provides only that the claims of 
one side be adjudicated, is absurd.”

Time and again the Seals will drive 
the ball inte the ground near the 
Plate. The result generally is a high 
bounce, or slow-moving grounder, 
Not only is thie class of drives diffi- 
cult to field cleanly, but they have a 
tendency to put the opposition in- 
field “up in the air.” These chops 
cannot be beaten out regularly, but 
the percentage is almost as great as 
in straightaway drives. 

It is a system of attack that can- 
not be used regularly, as the infield- 
ers would play to combat it, but is ef- 
fective when mixed up with a varied 
offense. 

The old Baltimore Orioles had the 
chop stroke reduced to a science, and 
probably attained a greater degree 
of perfection with it than any other 
club in the history of the game. Wil- 
lie Keeler, Walter Brodie and Joe 
Kelly, the Origle outfield, terrorized 
every pitcher/that they faced, not 
only by their clean hitting, but by 
their ability to chop the ball into the 
ground

HAS COLOMBIA. 


Always Has Been Bitter to 
American People. 


Plain Talk by a Former 
Resident There. 


Reason Why Panama Prov- 
ince Seceded. 


[Douglas (Ariz.) Dispatch:] An 
American, who spent many years in 
Colombia, where he held the impor- 
tant position of general manager cf 
the Colombian Pacific Railroad, and 
who is in Douglas now recuperating 
from black water fever—a man of 
unusual intelligence and observation— 
after reading Mr. Bryan’s “explana- 
tion” or apology fcr the proposed Co- 
lombian treaty sends us the following: 

Douglas, Ariz., July 16, 1914. 
Editor Douglas Dispatch. 

Dear Sir: The amazing attitude of 
our “psychological”  star-gazing ad- 
ministration on foreign affairs in gen- 
eral and the Cclombian question in 
particular, that overgenerous attitude 
that has millions for tribute, but not 
one cent for defense causes me to sur- 
mise that our officials, such as they 
are, are not as well posted upon for- 
eign matters, especially those concern- 
ing Colembia, as such officials should 
be; thus Mr. Bryan and the adminis- 
tration press claims that in acquiring 
the canal strip, we have wronged a 
friendly government.

do with it; I cite this instance out of 
numerous displays, many of them 
more unreascnable and aggravating.of 
Colombian friendship for Americana, 
but I firmly believe that should such 
incident occur unde? our present ad- 
ministration the naval commander 
would have been notified to use noth« 
ing more aggressive against the Co- 
lombians than the soft answer thas 
turneth away wrath. 

The aboriginal Colombians, like 
most aboriginees of America, Were & 
blood-thirsty race, butchering prison- 
ers of their continual wars when 
there were prisoners to butcher and 
anything and anybody that was weak 
and helpless when there were no 
prisoners; then came the Spaniard, 
bringing the inquisition, bull fights 
and other similar excruciating refine- 
ments so dear to the Spanish hearts, 
and the benefits of the interbreeding 
of these two races has always been 
a question in my mind, and later the 
addition of negro blood doesn’t seem 
to have improved matters much, but 
produced a race of which Simon Boli- 
var, the Washington of South Ameri- 
ca, expressed himself in terms more 
forcible and heartfelt than compli- 
mentary. The Colombian race at 
present consists of about 40 per cenit. 
negro; of the pare agen about 45 per 
cent. have a strain of negro 
blood, and, 1 to to the filthy and un- 
mentionable way of living, about 30 
per cent. of the entire population have 
leprosy. No effort is made to confine 
the lepers, so they wander at will or 
wherever their fancy prompts them, 
doing such things as they care to do. 
In fact, one becomes accustomed in 
Colombia to smoking leper-made ei- 


The Colombian as a race is averse 
to anything resembling ordered 
life, and will do nothi requiring 
either mental or physical 3 
onest, and they ve no m con- 
ception of responsibility than a & 


tion except the garishness of tinsel of 
a moribund superstition. Now, how 
can a race like that feel friendly to- 
wards another race that produces 
— men as Tom Edison and Bob 


ngersoll. 

In the matter of the canal strip, 
Maroquin, at that time —— Presi- 
dent, negotiated a treaty with 
velt, ceding the strip to the United 
States upon payment by this country 
o fa given sum, and inasmuch as the 
Colombian constitution contain 
clause prohibiting the alienation of 
territory, asked the Colombian Con- 
gress to submit an amendment per- 
mitting the strip to be sold, Pc Fg 
Congressmen having had a e of 
grafting upon the French canal com- 
pany, refused to surrender sovereignty 
upon the strip and insisted that Co- 
lombia should retain jud«ships and 
police powers thereon, whereby the 
American government, as was the 
French company, could have been 
brought into court and heavily - 


rupted the American treasury. 

At this stage, the province of Pan- 
ama, having long since grown tired 
of Colombian misrule, seeing their 
only hope for future prosperity would 
be deferred forever, openly rebelled, 
which rebellion was doubly justified, 
as under the Colombian rule Panama 
never received justice nor attention, 
although supplying eight-tenths of the 
revenue. Still Panamans were never 
appointed to office, while no funds 
were ever left in Panama for 2 
improvements. She would have re- 
belled long before only the American 
government, under treaty obligations 
to keep the Panama Rallroad open, 
had always frowned upon such re- 
bellion, but after the double dealing 
of the Colombian Congress, Roosevelt 
would not interfere, while Maroquin, 
smarting under rebuke, absolutely re- 
fused to send a soldier to Panama. 
Upon gaining her independence, Pan- 
ama, exercising her rights as a s0vV<- 
ereign, independent nation, sold the 
canal strip to the United States, which 
sale was as rightful and bona fide 
as the sale of Louisiana by Napoleon, 
and I firmly believe that any attempt 
upon the part of our whining, canting 
grape-juicers to. make political capi- 
tal out of the situation will prove the 
worst boomerang they ever handled, 
Any sum paid to the present Colom- 
bian administrtaion will have to be 
paid double to the next, for the 
church and state are the same in Co- 
lombia, and the church always 
to the fact hat people have ple 
of revolution and political charfge. 
The intermediary for bringing «bout 
such conditions when I was in Colom- 
bia was the Banco Central. Further, 
the Banco Central collects all reve- 
nues, charging the government 10 per 
cent. therefor, pays the army, and 
al officials, and charges 10 per cent. 

If a man killed a cow the 
hide went (o the Banco Central to 
pay a loan that the bank never made 
ta the government. The government 
salt mines are held by the bank i 
payment of loans that were never 
made. As to the Atrato proposition 
that Colombia offers to Bryan in ex- 
change for the $25,000,000, Trautwine 


condemned the route in 1853 for the 


Atrato and San Juan, both rapid riv- 
ers, Which would have to be locked 
and dredged for 300 miles, and it 
would bankrupt Christendom to do it,

ed, I believe, by Lord Cowdry, has 
been milking Colombia for years ag 
the rate of $600,000 a year, pretend« 
ing that they will build such a canal, 

No, indeed, Mr. Wilson or Mr. 
Bryan, you are sadly mistaken if you 
pay any sum to Colombia, for 
not one cent will ever reach the gov- 
ernment. While you might empty the 
United States Treasury into the eager 
lap of thé Banco Central, they will 
‘continue to wear a sullen, injured alr 
and come back for more,

ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 


The fire now appears to have been 
caused either by the carelessness of 
a cigarette-smoking workman em- 
ployed in repairing a dynamo, who is 
said to have thrown a lighted match 
where it caught some of the oil- 
soaked material, or by a spark from 
the dynamo. In a minute the blaze 
was beyond control. At 3 o’clock the 
first of the sumps was afire and the 
entire property and adjoining leases 
were seriously threatened. 

When the flames broke out Supt 
Barnhart was in Bakersfield and Man- 
ager Floyd White in Los Angeles, 
leaving the property without the 
usual guiding hand. The leadership 
in the battle devolved upon Foreman 
Jenore, who acquitted himself well.

State. They are authorised to make 
a complete survey cf the State to de- 
termine the unappropriated water 


rights and where appropriated water 


is not being used ccntinuously for 
beneficial purposes, can class this as 
unappropriated water. The commis- 


sion is also authorized to fix the ap- 


propriations of water, which must be 
fullv used. Riparian rights that are 
unused for a period of ten years re- 
vert to unappropriated water.

THE FIGURES. 


Ex-Judge James A. Gibbons, in be- 
halt of the Horhe Telegraph and Tele- 
Phone Company, declared that the 
value of the plant he represents is 
$9,417,779; that the gross revenue for 
the year ending June 30, last, was 
$1,746,351; current expenses and 
depreciation, $1,482,023, leaving a 
profit of but $264,328, or about 2.8 per 
cent. interest on the total value of 
the property. In the case of this 
yesterday, was based on “information 
and belief.” 

Judge Ross said that in his opinion 
a temporary injunction should issue 
in this case. The bond will be fixed 
Monday. 

John G. Mott, on behalf of the Pa- 
cific Telegraph and Telephcne Com- 
pany, said the losses last year oper- 
ating under the ordinance (that it is 
sought to enjoin,) amounted to $59,- 
000, and that it had been estimated 
that the shortage during the year, 
June 30, 1914, to July 1, 1915, would 
reach not less than $86,000. The ex- 
perts of the Board of Public Utilities 
had gone on reccrd as declaring that 
the rate should be raised, if the com- 
pany was to have a fair return for 
the money invested, after the payment 
of expenses and allowing for the 
depreciation of the plant. 

City Attorney Stephens did not se- 
riously attack the position cf Mr. 
Mott, and Judge Ross ordered a tem- 
porary injunction to issue in this case. 
Here again the city representative de- 
clared that the only fair way to get 
at a proper rate for telephone service 
was to revalue the property. 

The Southern California Edison 
Company, represented by H. H. 
Trowbridge, that distributes gas in 
San Pedro, objected to the action of 
the City Council in fixing the rate for 
artificial gas at 90 cents a thousand 
cubic feet. Mr. Trowbridge said the 
Board of Utilities had placed the 
rate at $1.25, when the City Council 
arbitrarily and without taking any 
testimony, fixed it at 90 cents a 
thousand. The company had fur- 
nished 19,000,000 cubic feet of gas 
last year, charging $1.20 per thous- 
and for one month, and $1 for the 
remaining eleven. 

The receipts for that time at these 
rates were $19,427.86, and the dis- 
bursements, $24,685.60, leaving a de- 
ficit of $5,257.74. The total loss, if 
any fair account is to be taken for 
depreciation, would be $8391.62, and 
that at higher rates than proposed by 
the city ordinance. Mr. Trowbridge 
said his company despaired of being 
able to charge enough to make the 
investment a paying one, but would 
be willing to furnish at $1.25 per 
thousand and take chances on the 
increase in business. Judge Ross ac- 
quiesced in the suggestion that in 
this case. and on the showing made, 
which was not contradicted by the 
a temporary injunction 
should issue. 

GAS CONCERNS, TOO. 


Oscar Trippett, representing the 
Economic Gas Company, said his 
client was not contesting the 68-cent 
artificial gas rate, and that he had 
heen officially notified that the 
Southern California Gas Company 
was ready to deliver natural gas to 
his company just as soon as the court 
had allowed the temporary injunc- 
tion. He had figured out that under 
the rates proposed by the ordinance 
there would be a loss of $44,000 dur- 
ing the coming year in serving nat- 
ural gas, and that including all items. 
of expense, and the distribution of 
mixed gas at the new rate, the total 
loss would be $171,000. Judge Ross 
agreed with Mr. Trippett that a tem- 
porary injunction should issue. 

Paul Overton, in behalf of the Los 
Angeles Gas and Electric Corpora- 
tion, with a plant alleged to be worth 
$10,746,000, said the deficit for his 
company to bear would be in round 
numbers $486,000 if the proposed 
new rates for artificial, mixed and 
natural gases were enforced. The 
estimated sales for that period 
amounted to $1,008,000. If mixed 
gas was used at the ratio of 30 and 
70 per cent. the net return after the 
payment of all expenses would be but 
$93,000, or less than 1 per cent. on 
the investment. In this case also 
Judge Ross ordered that a temporary 
injunction should issue. 


ALL BONDS WILL BE FIXED. 


Answering a statement made by 
Mr. Overton that the city government 
had agitated the 40-cent natural gas 
rate, City Attorney Stephens replied 
that the movement for that figure 
came from consumers all over the 
city and that no person connected in 
any way with the city government 
had taken any part in it. 

The hearing demonstrated the 
helplessness of the city in the pres- 
ent litigation. The companies have 
fortified themselves with statements 
under oath as to the value of their 
properties, and there is nothing to 
combat their position as to figures 
and cost, except answers that do not 
answer, and affidavits that set out 
the views of the maker based entirely 
on “information and belief.“ 

City Attorney Stephens all but con- 
fessed judgement as to the correctness 
of the showing made by the com- 
panies, and admitted there would be 
no way of attacking their position 
successfully, unless the property of 
the complainants could be re-ap-

INFLUENCE OF BUSINESS HONOR. 


The Whole Fabric of Credit Rests 

Upon the Scrupulous Manner in 

Which Men Keep Their Word. 

{Popular Science Monthly:] Num- 
berless oral agreements are every day 
faithfully observed which cannot be 
enforced by law. Many a man's word 
is as good as his bond. Every social 
group has a code of honor which in 
tome respects exceeds the letter of 
the law. Probably “Wall street” sug- 
gests a low order of cunning to most 
minds, and yet there is not a place 
where certain kinds of contracts are 
more scrupulously observed. The 
whole fabric of credit so essential 
to modern business rests upon men 
keeping faith, and is in the main quite 
independent of the compulsory proc- 
ess of the courts. Justice secured by 
means of litigation is frequently so 
expensive that it comes too high. 
Throughout the silver controversy the 
members of the New York Clearing- 
house steadfastly refrained from pay- 
ing their daily balances in silver, 
though Congress required the clearing- 
house rule forbidding such pay- 
ments to be rescinded. During the

pean states are well exemplified in the 
fact that, though war between Austria and | 


Servia has virtually been on since Sunday, 
no other nation has yet been drawn into the 
vortex. The likelihood that they will be 


involved seems to grow dimmer as apparent | 


Preparations for hostilities multiply. The 
Emperor of Germany, for instance, yester- 
day sent the Grand Duke Ernst of Hesse 


‘to St. Petersburg to see if he could not 


make terms with the Czar. The Grand 
Duke is a brother of the Empress Elizabeth 
Feodorovna of Russia. The long-expected 
“larger war,” or the Armageddon, is be- 
lieved to hinge altogether on the relations 
of Germany and Russia. It takes quite a 
while even for a prince or a grand duke 
to travel from Berlin to St. Petersburg and 
back, so it is not likely that the rest of the 
World will know so soon as it would prob- 
ably like just how far the Austrian con- 
flagration will extend. 

A hopeful note came from Paris late last 
evening. The French Minister of the In- 
terior is quoted as having said, “We have 
received news from Berlin we dared not 
expect.” France need not alarm ‘herself 
about German military activities. And if 
France need not, then England neei not, 
either. Yet England is mobilizing her land 


and sea forces. Only John Bull calls it | 


“the usual precautions.” Asquith has no- 
tified the London press to elide the word 
“mobilization.” And the Lloyds insurance 
folks are a bit alarmed. So also is che 
Cooks’ tourifig agency. But they make in- 
surance rates and lay out romantic eu- 
cursions; what they have to say on the 
subject is not so important. . 

The upshot of the whole busiress at this 
writing is that the Irish Nationalists will 
probably extract the chestnut of home rule 
out of the fire of Austrian cannon at Bel- 
grade. There seems to be some ground 
for the belief that the Kaiser expected to 
catch John Bull so embroiled with his do- 
mestic troubles as to give Germania a free 
hand on the continent. But the English 
have shown themselves more alert to the 
foreign situation than Michel expected. 
The amendments to the home -ule bill win 
probably go by the boards, and Dublin 
will become a real capital. 


UNITED STATES AND EUROPE. 

Once again war has begun in Europe. 
The outlook is more protentous than when 
the Balkan nations began fighting the 
Turks, because Austria, with its diplomatic 
alliances and its racial differences, is ex- 
pected to involve other nations on the 
fields of Mars. Practically every hand in 
Europe was against Turkey, and practically 
all of the people of the earth sympathized 
with the Bulgarians, Greeks, Montene 
and Servians. 

It is different now. There is a wide per- 
sonal and political difference of opinion 
as to the justice or injustice of Austria's 
quarrel with the Serbs. Russia may ad- 
vance across her frontiers to take up a 
quarre] that she has seemed more or less 
anxious to have since the Crimean War. 
France scarcely attempts to conceal her 
expectations that she will be drawn into 
the conflict. Italy and Germany are bound 
by an alliance that cannot well be ignored 
at so crucial a time to support Austria. 
Great Britain has such diversified commer- 
cial interests, as well as imperative mo- 
tive to see that balance of power pre- 
served which will allow her prestige to be 
maintained or increased, that she could 
hardly remain neutral or even inactive. 

So it is that no nation of prominence 
and of Aryan blood in the world remains, 
excepting the United States, that is not 
involved in this most complex and ominous 
situation. 

The United States has no partisan inter- 
ests to serve. The rancorous political and 
patriotic hatreds now inflaming the people 
of Europe are unfelt in this country. Opin- 
fon may be divided among those of us 
familiar with the circumstances, but our 
opinions are not prompted by feelings of 
bitterness. The United States may survey 
the situation with as much calmness as is 
possible with the realization of what tragic 
events now seem inevitable. The people 
of Europe are not in a position to be calm; 
many of those nations fear for their very 
existence and rely upon their skill and 
force in war to win a safety which they 
do not believe possible to attain dy diplo- 
macy. And that which renders diplomacy 
more difficult is that the people are fren - 
zied with hatred against their neighbors. 
And so it seems that a Napoleonic cata- 
clysm is about to shake the governments 
of Europe. 

It may be within the power of the United 


States to avert that cataclysm. The Rus- 


sians and Germans, the Austrians and 
French, the Servians, Italians and British 
know full well that this nation would have 
no selfish interest to serve—perhaps be- 
yond the altruistic selfishness of prevent- 
ing interposing the request for 
mediation and extending the offer of serv- 
ices. An effort to secure mediation might 
be made in vain, but certainly it must be 
made if the peace of the world is to be 
re-established. It is known that the diplo- 
mats and some of the rulers are struggling 
to avert the international conflict; but each 
government is handicapped because the 
others with whom it deals are suspicious. 
None of those governments has reason to 
be suspicious of the United States. 
Emperor William—called with: pictur 
esque inappropriateness “The War Lord of 
Europe”—is trying to maintain harmony. 
Emperor Franz Josef, the patriarch of Aus- 
tria, has—so it is reported—appealed to 
the Czar of Russia in the effort to keep 
other nations from being entangled by the 
Austro-Servian war. Sir Edward Grey, the 
British Secretary of Foreign Affairs, is ex- 
hausting the resources of his able diplo- 
macy to save his country and Europe from 
the threatening perils. The French and 
the Italian statesmen extend their assist- 
ance to relieve the desperate situation. 
The United States would do well to offer 


its services, for our government should be 


willing to go to almost any limit to prevent 
war. President Wilson has grown at times 
almost tearful in telling of his repugnance 
for strife and conflict, even going to the 
extreme of interposing an army into a for- 
eign country to aid in removing a Preset 
dent who seemed to have won the office by

War never benefited the world, and never 
will; And it is shameful that party leaders 
view with complaisance the prospective 
destruction of cities, the butchery of men, 
the outrage of women because for a brief 
time it might swell the profits on certain 
products. It is shameful to think that the 
high dignitaries of the one nation on earth 
who might make a success of a mediation 
overture are not only indifferent, but ac- 
tually calculate the advantages that will 
accrue to the people of their country. 

What though the income of every man 
and woman of America be swelled by the 
famine that must follow in the wake of 
armies? What though we get gold poured 
into our land to purchase bread to feed 
the rampant, hydra-h-aded military organ- 
ism of Europe? Can any nation enjoy the 
profit reaped by gusts of grape and the 
swaths of the sword? Is the day not yet 
come when the cause of humanity is supe- 
rior to the glitter of commercialism? 

And it is in the name of humanity that 
the United States should exhaust all dip- 
lomatic resources to stamp out the racial 
hatreds that are burning like flames at the 


the flames rise, some of the structures 
must fall—and there is not one government 
but may be wrecked. The United States 
should at least make the effort. Failure 
would not be disgraceful, but indifference 
must be. 


AR’S WORLD-WIDE CONSEQUENCES. 
The people of the United States may 
well be thankful that, under a béeheficent 
Providence and through the wise fore- 
thought of the builders of this republic, 
they cannot be directly drawn into any 
foreign war, though it involves all the civ- 
ilized countries of Europe. 

America never has been and never will 
be hampered by any entangling foreign alll- 
ances. She will freely offer and effectually 
use her influence in the interest of peace 
for the benefit of the smallest community 
or the greatest power. But no encourazge- 
ment will be given to any war policy in 
any part of the globe, let that war con- 
tribute ever so greatly to our commercial 
profit or our national advantage. Not by 
such blood-stained stepping-stones are we 
seeking to fulfill our destiny. 

European diplomacy is frantically at- 
tempting to localize the war between Aus- 
tria and Servia. Frarice, Italy and Britain 
are earnest in their efforts to avert the 
threatened calamity. But the effects of a 
war cannot be localized. As well throw a 
pebble into a pool of quiet water and expect 
to control the widening ripples following 
the splash. The reflex of the small war 
in the Balkan peninsula was felt in Los 
Angeles; the localized hostilities in Mexico 
have affected London and Paris. 

If a continental struggle spreads from 
Vienna and Belgrade throughout the whole 
of Europe, America, Japan and Australasia 
will be forced to bear indirectly the con- 


sequences of the conflict. One of the first 
efiects of Austria's declaration of war 
against insignificant Servia was a tumult

As the result of a general European war 
America may become the leading creditor 
nation of the world.

Could 
the good offices of our government prevail 
with the angry nations as a world peace 
maker we shall reach a pinnacle of great- 
ness higher than that of any creditor na- 
tion. 

War is selfish. Selfishness may gain the 
object of its immediate desire, but the und 
is not there.

of blood. Those empires founded on con- 
quest, aggression, the slaughter of artificial 
enemies in battle—Egypt, Assyria, Persia, 
Macedonia, Rome—have been blown away 
in the dust of history. Only the honest 
work of peaceful times remains as a per- 
manent monument. 

War is hideously unjust. It takes toll 
of the produce of uninvolved nations to 
supply fuel for the slaughter of human 
beings for whom those nations have but 
the kindliest sentiments. Wheat in, New 
York and Tokio and Buenos Ayres iadorced 
up to famine prices to compensate for the 
sacrifice of their own resources by ambi- 
tious rulers. Laborers suffer in the rice 
fields of Japan or a seamstress starves in 
a western city, that armies may be recruited 
along the Danube; mothers widowed, fields 
laid waste and homes left desolate. 

War is harking back to the violence of 
the caveman, the rage of the tiger, the 
appetite of the crocodile. There is noth- 
ing inspiring in a drunken brawl. War is 
the drunken brawling of nations, of rulers 


greed for territory, or mad with the pride 
of race. There have been justifiable wars 
in the history of the world, but none that 
a universal parliament, a federation of 
mankind, could not have settled on fair 
and equitable terms. Nations at war are 
nations out of patience, out of possession 
of their souls. The reports of the carnage 
and horror and destruction of battles and 
bombardments stir up the primitive pas- 
sions in the hearts of as yet but halt 
regenerated mankind. 

War is reactionary. Into what should be 
a scientific age, an age of reason and en- 
lightenment, it injects the poison of preju- 
dice and hatred. War is the grossest folly. 
Economically, it means certain loss to all 
engaged in it. Loss that is without excuse 
and without remedy. It works terrible 
hardships on innocent non-combatants. it 
disorganizes a whole world over a local 
quarrel. To the conqueror it can bring no 
lasting benefit. Among the weak and van- 
quished it keeps a spark burning that may 
blaze out again at some future date and so

I do not mean by this 
that peace should be purchased at any 
price, but rather that humanity, act- 
ing as a whole or majority, should 
use its wisdom in evolving a condi- 
tion of justice wherein the violator 
would meet a rebuke and correction. 

Then, how may the solution of this 
great problem of world peace be 
brought about? What feasible plan 
can be employed to adjust national 
discord in justice to all concerned and 
eliminate the possibility of these holo- 
causts? A court of arbitration has 
not coped with this stupendous prob- 
lem, as proven by the inadequacies of 
The Hague. The offended memders of 
this tribunal may carry their griev- 
ances there, but if the demands are 
not met satisfactorily the sword will 
undoubtedly be the arbiter. The 
Carnegie theory is all right as far as 
it goes, but those gentlemen may talk 
peace while the decades roll by; but 
unless there is an executive force be- 
hind the agreements there will likely 
be no peace. The method does not 
meet the requirements and only ex- 
emplifies the emanation of a senti- 
ment in the right direction. A court 
of arbitration must have means in 
which to enforce its decisions, in the 
same ratio that a verdict from a court 
of law is nil without a deputized power 
ready to enforce its will. 

Then the solution lies in the coali- 
tion of the military forces (navies 
and armies) of the great powers 
bound by an honorable agreement to 
enforce and make valid the just deci- 
sions of the international court. 
While, as you state, this plan might, 
and the writer believes would. be a 
Step in the direction of world gov- 
ernment, it would exterminate the 
possibility of war. and Mars would 
no longer shake his gory locks over 
the earth to leave desolation and pes- 
tilence in his wake. And, too, world 
government directed by twentieth- 
century intelligence, might be a future 
blessing to mankind.

Retiring Superintendent of Schools 
Murphy presented his annual report 
of the receipts and disbursements of 
the Pomona schools ending the fiscal 
year, June 30, 1914. The total 
amount received for the grammar 
Schools and kindergartens was about 
$81,000 and the total high school re- 
ceipts amount to about $69,000. The 
total amount expended for inetruc- 
tion, including principals, teachers, 
text-books and the conduct of the 
night school, was $115,670. 

The total expenses for operating 
the school plant including janitors, 
fuel, light, water power, were 
nearly $16,000. About $6500 was re- 
quired for the payment of insurance, 
repairs. library supplies. The over- 
head charges, including legal services 
for the Board of Education, office of 
superintendent, etc., were about 
$5100. The total amount issued in

Wife Rushes Wildly to Save 
Him from Flames. 


Fire Burns Bodies Before 
Cause Is Ascertained. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH } 
SANTA PAULA, July 30.—George 


new method of oil pumping by gas 
pressure, was killed in a tremendous 
expiceion at the Santa Clara oil well 
five miles northeast of here at 3 
o'clock this afternoon while trying 
out his invention. 

An employee, Walker, who was 
helping Turner, was also killed. No 
trace of the bodies have been found 
and it is supposed they were burned. 

Werkmen and others at the Empire 
well a short distance away were the 
nearest witnesses of the explesion. 
Hearing it, they saw a puff of smoke, 
and immediately the well was envel- 
oped in flames. 

In a short time the derrick was en- 
tirely consumed and the well is still 
burning so fiercely that it is impos- 
Able to approach it closely. The ex- 
plosion was plainly heard in Santa 
Pau'a, five miles away, and many 
watched the fire through fleld glasses. 

Mrs. Turner, who accompanied her 
husband when he came here from Los 
Angeles a few weeks ago to test his 
invention, was at the Empire well 
when the explosion occurred, and was 
with difficulty restrained from rush- 
ing into the flames in fruitless search 
for her husband. 

It was impossible to do anything tc 
check the progress of the flames or to 
make any attempt to rescue the two 
men, but from the force of the ex- 
plosion it is probable that the bodies 
were tcrn in fragments and burned.

Therefore, Mrs. Robinson Asserts 
She Pulled Gun to Protect Her- 
gelf—Denies She Threatened Life 
of Mrs. Hall—Daughter Made 
Mother's Protector. 


Declaring that she shoved a re- 
volver into her husband's stomach be- 
cause she was afraid he would beat 
her as she asserted he had many times 
before, Mrs. Carrie C. Robinson was 
arraigned before Justice Summerfield 
charged with threatening to kill Mra. 
Charlotte Hall. Mrs. Robinson and 
Mrs. Hall got into the spotlight 
Wednesday night when Mrs. Robin- 
son took possession of the family home 
at No. 905 West Fifty-third street 
while her husband, who is not living 
with her and Mrs. Hall were absent. 
When Mr. Robinson and Mrs. Hall re- 
turned and found Mrs. Robinson and 
her daughter, Harriette, in the house, 
the fireworks started and ended in the 
threats complaint against the Mrs. 
Robinson. 

Justice Summerfield took a good 
look at the defendant. “You don't 
look dangerous to me,” he said with 
a smile. “How did this happen?” 
Mrs. Robinson then told a story of 
abuse and cruelty at the hands of her 
husband, E. J. Robinson, a retired 
contractor worth nearly $75,000, ae- 
cording to Mrs. Robinson's attorneys. 
“When he found me in the house he 
ordered me out.“ said Mrs. Robinson 
and Mrs. Hall and my husband backed 
me into a corner and I pulled a gun 
I had in my satchel and told him not 
to touch me.” 

Had he ever beaten you before?” 
asked the judge. 

“Yes Sir. he was fined $250 June 6 
by Judge Chambers in police court for 
beating me. I am atill suffering from 
his brutality. I never meant to hurt 
him. I didn’t point it at her. 

“Ts that your daughter next to 
vou?“ asked the court. 

“Yes, Sir.“ she replied. 

“Well, I'm going to make her a ne 
licewomar to see that you are well 
taken care of. She will protect you 
as well as watch you.” 

Tears dropped from the frall wom- 
an's eyes and the daughter just smiled 
at the fudge. The pretty black-eyed 
policewoman then led her mother 
from the crowded courtroom and they 
were whirred away in her son's auto- 
mobile to his residence at No. 2°39 
West Thirty-ninth place.
